O The struggling sea turtle can barely 
manage another stroke as she tries 
to keep warm in the cold water. 

Chilly autumn weather has hit Cape Cod 
Bay off Massachusetts in the USA and 
now this reptile is suffering from the turtle 
version of hypothermia - when body 
temperature falls below normal levels. 

Her strength is fading very fast. 



After one final sweep of her 
exhausted front limbs, she goes 
limp. Bobbing on the surface 
of the water, her fate depends 
on the direction of the wind. 

If she's blown seawards, she 
won't survive. But luckily, the 
wind propels her towards land 
and she washes up on a beach. 






Sapped of energy, 
the turtle lies motionless 
in the sand. She's still 
'^bitterly cold. If she doesn't 
get help soon, she won't 
have a chance of surviving. 









Taking a morning stroll 
along the beach, local 
resident Brian Long spots 
what appears to be a large 
boulder near the water's 



edge. As he gets closer he realises 
that the rock-like object is actually 
a big turtle - she's been found! 
The sea creature is so still 
Brian can't tell if she's alive. He 
quickly phones a conservation 
organisation called the 
Massachusetts Audubon 
Society. The call reaches its 
director, Bob Prescott, who rushes to 
the beach in his pickup truck. 

Once at the scene. Bob identifies the 
76-cm-long animal as a loggerhead sea 
turtle. An endangered species, these 
turtles spend their summers in the north 
and their winters in warmer southern 
waters. "This loggerhead probably got 
lost while navigating down the coast and 
missed the chance to migrate before cold 
weather set in /' Bob says. 

The animal's eyes are closed and she's 
not visibly breathing. To check If the

Vets sometimes use ultrasound to help 
them find out if turtles have internal injuries 
An instrument sends sound waves into a 
turtle's body and records data about how 
the sounds echo off tissue and internal 
organs. The data is used to create images 
of the turtle's insides. 



Just like many other animals (including ^ 
humans) turtles produce certain hormones, 
or chemicals, when they're stressed. The 
hospital measures these hormones in the 
bloodstreams of certain cold-stunned turtles 
to find out their stress levels. 



Staff may beam a special laser into an 
injured turtle's body to help it heal. The 
laser stimulates the animal's blood flow 
and prompts its cells to start repairing 
damaged areas. 



Very weak cold-stunned patients are initially 
kept in comfy crates instead of water tanks. 
Every day they take a dip i n paddling pools 
filled with only a few inches of H 2 O so they 
can safely practise their strokes. After several 
'workouts'the turtles are usually ready to 
enter the larger tanks.

"We have to heat up the turtle very 
gradually," says Adam Kennedy, a 
biologist at the aquarium. "Warming her 
too quickly could be just as deadly as not 
warming her at all." A six-person team lifts 
Biscuits into a 1 .5-m-long, temperature- 
controlled pool set to 1 2.8°C. Each day 
the rehabilitation team raise the 
thermostat by about 3°C. 

As the temperature rises. 
Biscuits begins to move 
normally again. 

To help her regain energy, 
BlSiiWWl f be staff offer healthy meals 
ffBMifHy of fisb and squid. At first she 

won't eat a bite of the grub. But 
Wj/fr after three days the loggerhead 
starts nibbling on the food she's 
given. To rehydrate the animal, the 
rehab team give her daily injections 
of nutrient-fillOd fluids. Biscuits also 
receives antibiotics for her pneumonia 
and a soothing ointment for her 
wounded skin. "She looks much 
better, and you can tell she feels 
better too," Adam says. 



At the New England Aquarium's marine 
animal rehabilitation centre, staff 
give the loggerhead a check-up and a 
name - Biscuits! The turtle, thought 
to be around 20 years old, weighs in 
at 75kg - normal for an adult man but 
slightly underweight for a loggerhead 
of Biscuits' age. The exam shows that 
Biscuits is really not well. The 
freezing seawater damaged the 
turtle's skin, causing her to 
develop open wounds. She's

But the rehab team's WHjOW 

most pressing concern is that 
Biscuits has been cold-stunned. 

This is a condition that affects 
reptiles if their temperature drops too 
low. As their bodies cool, the animals' 
blood circulation slows. The limited blood 
flow causes the animals to go into shock. 
They enter a coma-like state, practically 
unable to move. 

Biscuits is one of hundreds of sea 
turtles that become cold-stunned in Cape 
Cod Bay each year. Now her caretakers' 
goal is to raise her body temperature

"We call 
loggerheads 'tanks' because they're such 
tough animals," he says. "Biscuits shows 



But the turtle's rehab isn't finished yet. 
Now that she's stable, the team decide 
to send her to the Georgia Sea Turtle 
Center on Jekyll Island, Georgia, which 
is located closer to her release site. Here 
the staff will continue to prepare her for 
re-entry into the wild. 

So, two and a half months after 
her rescue, aquarium staff load ^ 

Biscuits into a cushioned crate 
and place her in a heated van. 

Then she's driven with three 
other recovering turtles to a 
smaliairport where they will 
takeofffor Georgia. To make 
the turtles'trip as quick and 
stress free as possible, a pilot has 
volunteered to fly them down in 
a private jet! 

After the nearly three-hour flight, Biscuits 
and the other turtles are transported to 
the centre. Biscuits is placed in a circular 
tank, 3m in diameter, where she can 
continue practising her swimming 
strokes. The loggerhead is fed a 
steady diet of fish, squid, and 
shrimp, which staff scatter 
around the tank.

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Ever wondered whether fish like to 'play'? 
Well, manta rays certainly seem to enjoy 
interacting with humans! They'll circle 
scuba divers, inspecting them closely 
with their massive eyes and playing 
in the bubbles created by the divers' 
gear. Marine biologist Andrea uses these 
bubbles to bond with the mantas. "They 
shake with pleasure when they feel the 
tickle of the bubbles," she says. "So if one 
passes over, I blow bubbles on its belly to 
encourage it to stop."This helps her get 
close enough to collect measurements 
or DNA samples. Some mantas will hang 
around for 30 to 45 minutes interacting 
with the biologists.

A manta's mouth can be 2.5m wide 
-that's longer than a professional 
basketball player is tall! When it feeds, 
the manta unfurls the long fins (called 
cephalic fins) on each side of its mouth. 
The fins, which can each be nearly a metre 
long, funnel plankton into the manta's 
extra-large mouth, which it opens to 
vacuum up food. Manta rays can trap 
plankton as small as a grain of sand, and a 
large ray will eat almost 30kg of plankton 
a day. Because whale sharks and mantas 
sometimes compete for the same food, 
hundreds of manta rays and whale 
sharks jostle and bump for mouthfuls of 
plankton, like giant kids fighting over a 
bag of sweets!

The restaurant is only open 

from late July through to August, but it certainly puts a 

new spin on the most important meal of the day. 



Something's fishy about this restaurant, located nearly 5m 
under the Indian Ocean. Made with a clear material called 
acrylic, the tunnel-shaped venue gives diners a close-up 
look at manta rays, sharks and other marine animals as they 
swim by. Named Ithaa (meaning 'mother of pearl' in the 
local Dhivehi language), the undersea restaurant was built 
in Singapore, Southeast Asia, and shipped to the Maldives, 
an island nation more than 600km southwest of India. Then 
85 tonnes of sand were placed in the structure to sink it onto 
steel columns that had been installed in the seabed. Guests 
enter ithaa from an enclosed staircase that connects to a Jetty, 
then tuck into their meals while watching the world swim by.
